ith dozens of unwanted cats being 

dropped off outside its doors each 

day, a Canning Town animal rescue 

centre has been left “barely able to 
function”. But with former model and Vogue 
cover star Celia Hammond at its helm, the Celia 
Hammond Animal Trust in Barking Road is 
pushing ahead with its mission to educate the 
community. 

The facility, which provides a temporary 
home for three times as many animals as it is 
able to foster out, also offers cut-price veter- 
inary care for those unable to afford private 
fees. 

This year has seen a massive influx of 
animals — so much so, the mewing of various 
cats and kittens can be heard coming from the 
staffroom, the cages and the various floors of 
the building. 

“I have never, ever, known anything as 
bad as it is at the moment,” said Celia, a vocal 
anti-fur campaigner and animal rights activist 
since her modelling days. 

“We have always managed to cope and 
answer emergency calls but we are now out 
of control - we can’t answer all our emergency 
calls. A lot of the calls we are taking are referrals 
from other charities not able to help the cats so 
our workload over the last 18 months has just 
become ridiculously overwhelming. 

“We do our best, but we are not able to keep 
on top of it.” 

With a planned extension delayed because 
of building issues, things have worsened.

And while Celia said food to provide two 
meals each day for the cats was much needed 
—as are cash donations — it is wider education 
about neutering that she believes will stem the 
problem. 

“When we first got here [in 1999] we were 
making inroads and the problem was getting 
better for several years,” she said. 

“But even now there are people in east 
London who don't believe in neutering - there 
are religious objections, moral objections 
and objections about whether it is a natural 
process. 

“Now we offer neutering and people don’t 
actually want to do it - we have got to get 
through to people and explain why it is so 
important. 

“You are never going to cope with the 
problem unless you change people’s minds.”

Witnesses sought after teen 
stabbed and killed in Poplar

A 16-YEAR-OLD who died after being 
attacked in a Poplar street has been named by 
police as Ajmol Alom. 

The teenager, who had just finished his 
GCSEs at Langdon Park School, was stabbed 
in the leg on Monday evening and was 
pronounced dead later in hospital. 

Another man, believed to be a friend of 
Ajmol, was understood to have been stabbed 
in the face with a knife during the incident in 
Spey Street at 9.50pm on Monday night. 

The suspects then made their way along St 
Leonards Road. 

Detective chief inspector Andy Chalmers, 
from the Met’s Homicide and Major Crime 
Command, said he was looking for a motive 
for the attack but did not believe it was gang 
related. 

“Ajmol was with his friend and doesn’t 
appear to have been doing anything to 
provoke this attack,” he said. 

“They were in Spey Street talking when 
they were confronted by five to six other 
male youths wearing bandanas and with their 
hoods up. 

“The youths attacked first his friend and 
then stabbed Ajmol in the upper thigh.

“We are keeping an open mind about the 
motive but at this stage there is no indication 
Ajmol was a gang member. We are also 
keeping an open mind about any precursor 
incident that could provide a possible motive.

Ajmol’s family are 
naturally devastated.”

A 40 YEAR-OLD from Beckton 
has been jailed for his part in 
the kidnap and murder of a 
Polish man. 

The body of Andrzej Kulesza 
was discovered in a field near 
Rothersthorpe, Northampton- 
shire, in April 201], nearly six 
months after he went missing. 

Three men, including Daniel 
Kosowski, of Henry Adlington 
Close, E6, were convicted of 
the crime and sentenced at the 
Old Bailey on August 7. 
Kosowski was found guilty 
of preventing the lawful burial 
and disposal of a corpse and 
will spend the next year-and- 
a-half behind bars. 


nvestigating officer 
detective chief inspector Andy 
Chalmers, from the Met's 


Homicide and Serious Crime 
Command, said: “The three 
defendants, seeking revenge 
for a debt, kidnapped and 
tortured the victim before 
dumping his body, presumably 
imagining it would never be 
found. 

“They acted in an appalling 
manner and one can only 


imagine the physical and 
emotional trauma Andrzej 
suffered during the hours he 
was held captive. am satisfied 
by the convictions.” 

Kamil Dreszer, 27, of Gledhill 
Park, Willesden, was convicted 
of murder, kidnapping and 
false imprisonment - in

Kosowski - and was sentenced 
to life in prison, to serve a 
minimum of 22 years.

and disposal of a corpse and 
received ll years’ impris- 
onment. 

Andrzej, who was a known 

drug dealer and in debt, was 
reported missing on September 
19, 2010, after failing to return 
from the shop. 
A group of men, including 
Dreszer, forced their way 
into the house of a friend of 
Andrzej’s at 4am on September 
19, 2010 and beat the man 
with a bicycle lock to discover 
where Andrzej was. 

The victim’s phone was 
stolen and a message sent, 
drawing Andrzej out of his 
house. He was then taken to 
an address in Greenhill Park, 
NWIO. 

Andrzej’s_ girlfriend was 
told she would need to pay 
a ransom for his return, but 
after she had paid £300 and 
had been told another £500 
was needed, the calls stopped.

A post-mortem failed to 
establish a cause of death.

Ice Age tools 
found on site 


CONSTRUCTION workers at Crossrail’s 
North Woolwich site have unearthed 
evidence to show people lived in the 
Thames Valley over 9,000 years ago. 

Archaeologists recently dug up 
150 pieces of flint as well as blades, 
thought to be from a Mesolithic tool- 
making factory. 

They believe prehistoric Londoners 
used the site to test, divide and prepare 
river cobbles used to construct the 
flint tools, before transporting them 
to a different site to complete the 
process. 

Crossrail’s lead archaeologist, Jay 
Carver, said: “This is a unique and 
exciting find that reveals evidence of 
humans returning to England, and in 
particular the Thames Valley, after a 
long hiatus during the Ice Age.”

Meanwhile, Sail Royal Greenwich 
is organising a tall-ship extravaganza 


in Woolwich’s Royal Arsenal later this 
month. From August 28 to September 
1 a fleet of boats will head over and 
offer afternoon and evening cruises 
along the Thames. 

It follows on from a successful 
event in the borough in 2012, when 
14 tall ships stayed for three weeks 
during the London Olympics.

s musical influences go, the 

Godfather of Soul is a pretty 

legendary one. And when 
James Brown, inset, is really your 
godfather, it’s hard to imagine 
being destined for anything other 
than a life in the music industry. 

However, Texan soul singer 
Carleen Anderson tells me that 
wasn’t always the case. “Music 
has always served a different 
purpose for me, as a 
force for healing,” she 
said. “I was raised by 
God-fearing grand- 
parents and sang in 
church. My life was 
very secluded, all 
I knew was gospel 
music.” 

As a child Anderson 
rarely saw her parents since 
they were on tour with James 
Brown most of the year — her 
mother was his backing vocalist 
during the ‘60's and ‘70s and her 
stepfather, soul singer Bobby Byrd, 
was his best friend. 

When she left university, Byrd 
asked her to go on the road with 
them and fame followed in 1991 
with the release of her band the 
Young Disciples’ Road To Freedom 
LP. Her recordings have seen her 


nominated for the Mercury Music 
Prize and a BRIT Award and have 
led to her working with the likes 
of the Brand New Heavies, Bryan 
Ferry and Sir Paul McCartney. 

As we speak, she helps me to 
understand jazz a little more. 

She said: “Jazz music should 
grab you, it’s not made to be 
music in the background or in an 
elevator. It encompasses every 
kind of musical style and is not 

always what people believe 
it to be. It can involve 
ballads, love songs 
and dance music 
and will challenge 
your emotions. 
“Listening to jazz 
is an immersive 
emotional experience 
as well as an intellectual 
one - it's not just about 
entertainment.” 

Having grown up with religious 
music, Anderson’s songs are 
grounded in gospel with other 
influences that have infiltrated her 
over the years.

Nazan Alhas honed her passion 
for jewellery with a silversmithing 
course at East London College, before 
embarking on her For Love concept 
five years ago. 

The unisex range centres on a “deep 
mystical essence” drawn from the 
work of Islamic saint and poet Hz 
Mevlana, known as Rumi. 

‘The concept of my collection is 
based on receiving and giving,” said 
Nazan, explaining she was also influ- 
enced by her Turkish heritage. 

“Atthe start of my jewellery training, 
I began to sketch figures of semazens, 
which are whirling dervishes, and the 
ideas poured into my sketchbook. 

‘The lines I picked from Rumi’s 
poem were related to jewellery: ‘What 
is gold, pearl or coral? If not devoted 
for love or for a lover?’ 

“Pearls, corals and gold were used 
to remind us to question wealth and 
the value of giving to loved ones from 
the heart. 

‘I have adopted part of the poem 
as the name of my collection and it is 
also engraved on some of the pieces.” 

Nazan said the hand and heart 
symbols featured on her array of 
designs, which include pendants, 
brooches, necklaces, rings and 
cufflinks, were symbolic. 

She said: “I aimed to use hand 
symbols to draw attention to Sufi 
philosophy, receiving from a higher 
source and giving through the 
connection with the heart. 


‘The hand symbols represent 
whirling dervishes - the right hand 
raised above with palm facing the 
sky receives from the source, while 
left hands lowered, with palms facing 
down, offer. 

‘The heart symbols with a ruby 
setting are designed to reflect delving 
into the depths of our hearts to 
heighten, and connect to, the voice of 
inner guidance.” 

Although Nazan is hard-pressed 
to choose a favourite from her new 
range — currently on display at the 
Window Gallery in Jubilee Walk — she

Victualler offers organic, biodynamic and 
range of natural wines, writes Beth Allcock

MN MM cading to a Wapping venue 
) with a very different selec- 
| tion of wines behind its bar, 
M6 ES] assumed getting my head 
around the natural, organic and bio- 
dynamic varieties would be the major 
challenge of the evening. But, in fact, it 
was the bar’s name - Victualler. 

Tentatively pronouncing it vic-chu- 
alll-er silently in my head, followed 
by an attempt with a French twist 
— vic-tu-alleh —- owner and director 
Daniil Vashchilov smiled as he said the 
name prompted much confusion. 

Victualler, correctly pronounced 
vitler, describes those people who first 
came to Wapping and were purveyors 
of spirits and innkeepers. 

“It’s everything we do, there couldn't 
bea better name for our place,” said the 
Russian, who founded his specialist 
bar last year. 

His enthusiasm for his premises, 
Wapping itself, which he describes 
as a “hidden gem”, and his organic 
selection of wines, brings a genuine 
feel-good atmosphere to the project. 

“There are three sommeliers who 
work here. Everyone has qualifica- 
tions in wine and spirits, and this is 
our passion,” he said. 

“We call ourselves professional 
alcoholics as we enjoy what we do. We 
drink the wine ourselves and we think 
that’s very important.” 

The 3l-year-old said he was careful 
to select wines from his seven 
suppliers that “truly show” their place 
of origin. 

The wines fall into three categories 
— organic, biodynamic and natural. 

Daniil calls the last of these “unusual 
and very funky”, with producers using 
only indigenous yeast and eschewing 
sulphur dioxide. 

Organic varieties centre on what

has happened in the vineyard and the 
elimination of chemicals and pesti- 
cides on site. 

There is method behind an apparent 
madness when it comes to the biody- 
namic versions, he stresses, which 
centres on the relationship between 
the moon and stars to generate a 
healthy vine. 

These also have low levels of 
sulphur dioxide - a chemical found 
in ordinary wines that is believed to 
cause headaches and migraines. 

“We want to show organic wines 
don’t necessarily have to be more 
expensive,” said Daniil. 

“It's much easier to convert people 
when you drink the wine side-by-side, 
so in the shop we have up to 10 per 
cent conventional wine too. 

“The main reason we do have them 
is that we want to give some examples 
and some comparisons of taste. 

“We enjoy explaining them and we 
are not snobbish about wine.

And that shows in Victualler’s 
generosity — staff will offer up samples 
of wine as well as explanations, before 
you plump for a glass in the bar. 

I tried orange wines, white biody- 
namic and organic varieties before 
settling on a fruity red for the night. 

Victualler’s first birthday is on 
August 17 and, with a party arranged 
for September 14 (with free entry), 
Daniil said: “I feel very comfortable 
in Wapping. It’s a great place to do 
business and we are doing something 
new. 

“The bar has got more popular and 
we've had good feedback from locals 
and I think we have become a part 
of the community. I think Wapping 
is going to change and it’s going to 
happen quite soon — it would be nice 
to be at the beginning of something.” 
Victualler, at 69 Garnet Street, is open 
every day from 2pm to lpm (10.30pm 
on Sundays).

SALVADOR 


Your luck will be 

in if you visit this 
Brazilian city, writes 
Pete Thompson 


alvador is known as Brazil's 
capital of happiness, and the 
crowd in the recently-opened 
Arena Fonte Nova football sta- 
dium, who are watching home team 
Bahia in an eagerly-anticipated derby 
match against arch-rivals Vitoria, are 
bouncing up and down, singing and 
swaying to the beat of drums. 

I can only imagine what it will be 
like to return for a game next summer, 
when the 55,000-capacity stadium will 
play host to World Cup matches. 

But those who are fortunate enough 
to get tickets, which go on sale this 
month, will have much more than 
football to enjoy in Salvador and the 
north-eastern state of Bahia. 

The bright lights and sandy beaches 
of Rio de Janeiro are more often than 
not the first place tourists flock to in 
Brazil, but Bahia is arguably the heart 
and soul of the vast South American 
country — and an ideal introduction to 
Brazilian culture. 


What is special 
about the region? 


TAP Portugal offers the option of 
flying in to Rio and out of Salvador 
(the capital of the Bahia state), so you 
can combine both cities in one trip. 

I'd always envisaged Brazilians as 
being a hospitable bunch. But I was 
not anticipating being greeted at the 
airport by a resplendent lady in tradi- 
tional African dress, who ties a ribbon 
(known as a fita) around my wrist and 
tells me to make three wishes. 

Tm assured my new fashion 
accessory will give me good luck and 
am instructed not to remove it until 
my wishes come true. 

After a short journey from the 
airport I arrive at the luxurious 
Pestana Convento do Carmo. The 
hotel was built as a convent in 1586 
and the structure of the building has 
undergone few changes since then. 
There are even a few monks living in 
part of the grand old building.

Salvador was one of the first places 
in South America to be colonised by 
Europeans. From 1532, Portuguese 
settlers brought African slaves over to 
work in plantations. I'm struck by the 
African influence as I wander through 
he cobbled streets of the old town 
elourinho, registered as a UNESCO 
world cultural centre. 

Outside colourful buildings, street 
vendors sell anything from paintings 
o traditional Bahian cuisine, such as 
acaraje, a snack made from mashed 
black-eyed peas deep-fried in palm oil. 
Salvador is populated by more 
people of African descent than any 
city outside Africa, and the slaves 


were also responsible for some of the 
most impressive architecture in this 
former capital of Brazil. 

I'm taken aback by the attention to 
detail of the carvings and gleaming 
gold inside the Sao Francisco Church, 
which took around 100 years to build 
as slaves worked through the night. 

My next port of callis the plush Tivoli 
Eco Resort in Praia do Forte, around 
an hour’s drive up the coast. Lounging 
in a hammock on the balcony of my 
spacious suite, I gaze out at palm trees, 
a seductive white sandy beach and 
ocean waves crashing in. 

The following morning, large 
iguanas stroll around on the grass as

laze by a swimming pool overlooking 
the sea. The resort is a haven for relax- 
ation with first-class service, food 
and a spa which I float out of after a 
relaxing massage. 

A short stroll down the beach is 
the Tamar Project, a sanctuary for the 
preservation of sea turtles where I see 
up to five species as a group of school- 
children are taught about the impor- 
tance of conservation. There’s also the 
opportunity to feed sharks before it’s 
time for another feast of my own. 

I'm invited into the kitchen at the 
Terreiro Bahia restaurant, where two 
female chefs meticulously conjure up 
traditional local dishes with aromas 
that arouse my taste buds. 

Moseying down the quiet main 
street in laid-back Praia, I see artists 
painting colourful pieces, jewellery 
being made and lucky charms for sale. 
But my ribbon is still firmly wrapped 
around my wrist as I reluctantly board 
the plane home from a trip that has 
conjured up more than I could ever 
have wished for.

‘This new hotel is fantastically 
located for the National Maritime 
Museum and the Cutty Sark and, being 


next to the DLR and mainline station, 
it is also great for getting into central 
London.” 

The first Movement residents will 
be moving into their homes this 
winter and during the next 10 years 
it is estimated the scheme - including 
the hotel — will generate a combined 
£275million for the local economy. 

The joint venture partners have 
also completed forward funding to 
an American private investor for 
£8.6million with the investor stumping 
up cash for the hotel's construction. 

Andrew Storey, development 
director at Cathedral Group, said the 
deal underlined the developer's skill in 
generating value as well as achieving 
its desire to “create great places”.

Values set to 
go straight 

up thanks to 
Help-To-Buy 


LONDON house prices are set to rise 
further as a result of the Govern- 
ment's Help-To-Buy scheme, according 
to forecasts from Cluttons. 

The property consultant suggests 
the value of property in greater 
London is set to grow by 6.9 per 
cent this year and at a rate of 3.2 
per cent over the next five years, as 
the scheme is extended to all home 
buyers from next year bringing 
more financed homeowners into 
contention. 

Sue Foxley, head of research at 
Cluttons said: “Improved consumer 
confidence, an easing in mortgage 
credit and the raft of government 
policy intervention measures to 
bolster new buyer demand will drive 
further capital growth. 

“The prospect of rising base rates 
over the medium 
term proffers a 
further concern 
with the ratio of 
residential values 
to gross earnings 
already over seven in 
London. 
“With few signs of 
a dramatic increase 
in supply that would 
have the potential to change the 
balance of this equation, the rental 
market will inevitably move up the 
agenda for London's households and 
policy makers.” 

The consequence of the price hike 
will push ownership in and around 
London out of reach of yet more 
households.” 

Even in London where earnings 
tend to grow slightly faster than 
elsewhere, it is unlikely average 
income will keep pace with house 
price growth over the next two years. 

Credit ratings agency Fitch has also 
warned Help-To-Buy could artifi- 
cially push up house prices without 
increasing the number of homes 
built. 

The upturn in prices has caused a 
return of bidding wars in the capital 
which has lowered the capacity of 
first time buyers to enter the market.

Getting bags

n the third and final part of our 

series looking at maximising 

storage, we turn our attention 
to kitchens. 

Here are some invaluable tips 
that I'd like to share with you for 
making the most of the space 
in your small kitchen, no matter 
how tiny it may be. 

Always install full height 
cabinets — don’t waste that 
precious space between the 
cabinet and the ceiling. 

Remove pendant lighting as 
recessed lighting will make the 
ceiling seem higher.

larger. A built-in microwave, or 
an under the cabinet microwave 
frees up valuable work space.

Why take up cabinet space 
with roasting pans, cake tins 
and loaf tins when you can store 
them this way? 

Hang pans from a rack 
suspended from the ceiling. If 
your kitchen has a window sill, 
use it.

If you want a table in your 
kitchen but you are really short 
on space, try a folding one. You 
can simply fold it away to create 
more space.
